Doctors Will 
Give Report 
To President 


Findings M ay Hava 
Important Bearing 
On Ike's Decision 


WASHINGTON IP— Medical con­ 
sultations which may have an im­ 
portant bearing on President Eis­ 
enhower’s 
second term derision 
were held at the White House to­ 
day. 
Dr. Paul Dudley White, the fam­ 
ed Boston heart specialist, arrived 
at the White House at 10:50 a. rn. 
CST 
A few- minutes later he and 
five other physicians went into 
consultation to determine how Mr. 
Eisenhower 
has 
withstood 
five 
w eeks of increased work as he con­ 
tinued his recuperation from his 
Sept 24 heart attack. 
They will give Mr. Eisenhower 
their findings this afternoon. 
But they will not directly advise 
Mr. Eisenhower whether or not he 
should seek a second term. 
That decision will be his alone. 
No Hour Set 
The physicians planned to confer 
with Mr. Eisenhower at 1:45 p. rn. 
The White House said that, pend­ 
ing the doctors’ meeting with the 
President, it was impossible to set 
a definite hour for a meeting be­ 
tween the doctors and repeaters 
later this afternoon. 
Just about the time the doctors 
went into consultation, Mr. Eisen­ 
hower left his office and went to 
his residential quarters for lunch 
and a rest before meeting the doc­ 
tors. 
Consulting with White were Maj. 
Gen, Howard McC. Snyder, the 
President’s 
personal 
physician; 
Col. Thomas W, Mattingly, 
tilt 
heart specialist from Washington's 
Walter Reed Hospital, and Col. 
Byron E. Pollock, chief of car­ 
diology at Fitzsimons Army Hos­ 
pital in Denver where Mr. Eisen­ 
hower was treated after he was 
first stricken. 
With the physicians’ report in 
mind, the President will fly Wed­ 
nesday morning to Thomasville, 
Ga., for a week or more of relax­ 
ation. quail hunting and some work 
at the plantation of Treasury Sec­ 
retary George M. Humphrey. Mr. 
Eisenhower could well arrive at 
his important second term deri­ 
sion on this trip in the quiet of 
the south Georgia estate. He has 
said he will announce his decision 
sometime late this month or in 
early March. 
Full Work Load 
White said last Dec. 17 that ex­ 
posure of the President to a rela­ 
tively full work load for four or 
five weeks “ should suffice for a 
medical estimate as to the ability 
of his heart to stand the work.*’ 
Monday marked the end of the 
fifth week since the President re­ 
turned from a vacation in Key 
West. Fla., and took up the rela­ 
tively full reins of government for 
the first time since his illness.

The nation’s need for more and 
better highways transcends poli­ 
tics, and it is encouraging to note 
that at last Congress seems pre­ 
pared to accept the fact. 
In consultation with President 
Eisenhower, top congressional Re­ 
publicans have decided to go along 
with a Democratic proposal for 
financing a long-range road pro­ 
gram. How to get the money has 
been the stumbling block. 
Republicans have wanted to fin­ 
ance new roads by issuance of 
bonds. Democrats favor a pay-as- 
you-go system which would mean 
added taxes. 
Since the Democrats control both 
houses of Congress, the GGP knows 
prospects for bond financing are 
slim. The same plan was beaten 
last year. In approving the Demo­ 
cratic arrangement the Republi- j 
cans are merely recognizing the 
realities. 
Yet the recognition is important. 
The compromise on highways re­ 
flects the essence of the art of 
governing. In this case, party dif­ 
ferences are not being exactly re­ 
conciled. It is perhaps more ac­ 
curate to say that party interests 
may be put in balance. 


* In other words, a highway pro­ 
gram thus put together may con­ 
tain something for both Republi­ 
can* and Democrats. Inasmuch as 
the GOP holds the White House, 
it will naturally claim credit for 
any useful legislation approved un­ 
der its President. The Democrats 
can make counter-claims ba.^cd on 
their control of Congresf and their 
authorship of the financing provi­ 
sions. 
No one can possibly say at this 
time which party’s claims will he 
given greater credibility by the 
American voters. 
Perhaps both 
will win partial rewards in the 
shape of divided votes at the next 
general election. 
In the long run possibly it does­ 
n’t matter how the credit is dis­ 
tributed.
